COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE COMMITTEE. 


A meeting of the Advisory Committee to the Board of Trade on Commercial 
Intelligence was held at 7; Whitehall Gardens on Wednesday, 18th April. The 
President of the Board of Trade (Sir Albert H. Stanley, M.P.) was in the Chair, 
and there were also present Sir H. Llewellyn Smith, Sir F. Forbes Adam, Bart., 
Sir A. E. Bateman, Sir Henry Birchenough, Captain Muirhead Collins, R.N. 
(Australia), Mr. T. Craig Brown, Sir Algernon Firth, Bart., Mr. H. Fountain, 
Mr. W. L. Griffith (Canada), Mr. C. A. Harris (Colonial Office), Mr. A. J. 
Hobson, Mr. E. H. Langdon, Mr. Stanley Machin, Mr. W. H. Mitchell, Mr. 
J. W. Murray, Mr. E. Parkes, M.P., Sir Hallewell Rogers, Mr. Robert Thompson, 
M.P., Mr. G. J. Stanley, Mr. V. Wellesley (Foreign Office) and Mr. Percy Ashley 
(Secretary). Sir William Clark, Comptrcller-General of the Department of 
Commercial Inteil gei.ce, als» attended the meeting. 

It was reported that at the recent British Industries Fair, which, owing to 
war conditions, was necessarily restricted to the toys, fancy goods, pottery, glass, 
printing and stationery trades, the number of exhibitors was 444, as compared 
with 350 in 1916, and the number of separate visitors 15,000, as compared with 
13,000 in 1916. 

Reports were presented on the work of the Department of Commercial 
Intelligence for the first quarter of 1917, and on the arrangements which 
are in progress for the extension of the official representation of the United 
Kingdom trade throughout the British Empire. It was stated that over 700 
firms had applied for interviews with H.M. Trade Commissioner for Canada, who 
is now in the United Kingdom on an official visit. 

The Committee approved the arrangements made by the Board of Trade and 
Foreign Office for special trade enquiries in Spain and Portugal and proposals 
for the ccll ction of samples of foreign goods which compete with British goods 
in important foreign markets. 

, The Committee also considered and approved proposals for the co-operation 
of the Board of Trade with associations of manufacturers for the investigation of 
overseas markets.

BRAZIL. 
The “ Diario Official” (Rio de Janeiro) of 3rd March publishes a Decree 
(No. 12,309) approving a revision of the contract 
Railway Accessories. entered into between the Brazilian Federal Govern- 
ment and Antonio Mendes Fernandes Ribeiro in 
November, 1910, for the construction of a railway from Barreiros to 
Sertaosinho, in the State of Pernambuco. 

Under the revised contract the concessionaire undertakes to complete the 
first section of the railway (15,762 metres) for public traffic by 25rd April, 
1918; the plans for this section were approved in 1913. The second section, 
of 35,420 metres, plans for which were approved at the end of last year, must 
be completed by 25rd April, 1920. Plans for the final section (which is to 
be completed by 23rd June, 1921) must be presented for the approval of the 
Governmert six months before the termination of construction work on the 
second section. 

The railway will be of metre gauge throughout. The Government will 
grant a subsidy of 15,000 milreis (about £750 at current rate of exchange) 
per kilometre, up to a maximum sum of 900,000 milreis (about £45,000).

SAMPLES OF GERMAN AND AUSTRIAN GOODS. 
Exhibition at the Department of Commercial Intelligence. 

An Exhibition of samples of goods of enemy manutacture, including many 
recent additions, is now being held in the new Sample Rooms of the 
Department of Commercial Intelligence (5th Floor), 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, B.C. 2. 

The Exhibition will be open to British manufacturers and exporters of 
British goods every week-day between the hours of 10 a.m. and 5 p.m.; 
Saturdays 10 a.m. to 1 p.m. 

The samples, which number approximately 3,000, are of considerable 
rariety, and are labelled with prices (where available), and the name of the 
country in which the goods are sold. Certain of the samples represent 
quite recent designs from enemy sources, and should be of interest to British 
manufacturers desirous of obtaining information respecting the new style of 
goods at present being manufactured in enemy countries. 

The markets represented by the samples are as follows :—United Kingdom, 
British India, Canada, Australia, New Zealand, Africa (South, East and 
North), Russia, Sweden, Netherlands, Denmark, France, Portugal, Italy, 
United States of America, Central and South America, Siam, China, and 
other Far Eastern markets. 

General List of Samples. 

Jewellery.—Chains, charms, bangles, brooches, fobs, pendants, rings, pins, 
ear-rings, medallions, necklets, trinkets, badges, coats of arms, expanding 
wrist watches, bracelets and cameos—all of rolled gold, silver or other 
metal, These goods represent German designs, suitable mainly for North, 
South and Central American and Spanish markets. 

Samples, similar to the above, but in gilt, are also on view. These are 
goods of the cheapest possible description, ranging in price from 9d. per 
gross and upwards. 

Textiles.—Light and heavy woollen and cotton trouserings and suitings, 
dress piece goods, costume cloths, slipper piece goods and linings, artificial 
straw plait, cotton and woollen blankets, doyleys, serviettes, lace neckwear, 
lace (torchons, valenciennes, and insertions), ladies’ and men’s cotton and 
woollen underclothing, hose (cotton, lisle, silk and lace), men’s half hose, 
meltons, figured muslins, serges, flannels, flannelette, embroidery canvas, 
casement cloth, towellings, cotton prints, tapestries, silk piece goods, tie 
silks, ribbons, upholstery goods, silk and cotton velvets, plushes, galoons, 
embroidered edgings, and insertions, braids, webbings, cotton shirts, golf 
jerseys, gloves (wool, kid, and fabric), hats and caps, and haberdashery 
small wares. The goods enumerated represent selling lines in most of the 
markets referred to in paragraph 2 above. 

Hardware. Tools and Glassware.—A varied range of hardware goods, 
including blow-Jamps, lanterns, lamps, stoves, stamped metal goods for the 
building trade, and enamelled and aluminium ware. ‘These mainly represent 
goods soid in the Home, West African and Far Eastern markets. 

Agricultural tools, edge tools, scissors, razors, etc., suitable for the 
Canadian, West African and East African markets. 

Glassware and crockery, including a collection of samples of lamp globes 





and shades. 

Fancy Goods.—Bags, purses, letter cases in leather, etc., Jewellery cases, 
buttons in glass, celluloid, galalith, ete., hair slides, combs ard bands in 
celluloid, fans, photo frames, etc. ‘These are new designs mainly suitable for 
the South American, Spanish and United States markets. 

Miscellaneous.—Surgical instruments, musical instruments, scents, pom- 
ades, umbrellas, umbrella components and fittings, stationery, pencils, picture 
post cards, envelopes, ceramic transfers, oleographs, wall-paper, tocth, paint 
and other brushes. Markets various. 

Note.—Samples of German and Austrian gocds collected by the Board 
of Trade since the war began, have been exhibited previously in London, 
Leicester, Nottingham, Leeds, Sheffield, Glasgow, Liverpool, Birmingham, 
Manchester, Bristol, and Dublin, as well as in important industrial 
centres in Canada. The collection is being added to from time to time

FORTHCOMING AGRICULTURAL AND COMMERCIAL EXHIBITION 
AT SOURABAYA. 


H.M. Consul-General at Batavia (Mr. W. R. D Beckett, C.M.G.) has 
forwarded, under date 19th January, a copy of the printed prospectus, 
together with a plan, of an International Exhibition which it is proposed to 
hold at Sonurabaya, Java, from Ist May to Ist November, 1919, or alvernately, 
as soon as possible after the conclusion of peace. This Exhibition, which 
will be known as the Algemeene Nederiandsch-Indische Tentoonstelling 
Soerabaia (called in brief the A.N.I.T.A.), will be a general exhibition of 
Agriculture, Cattle-breeding, Fishery, Commerce and Industries, in the 
Netherlands East Indies. 

From the rules and regulations governing the Exhibition, which were 
sanctioned by a Decree of the Colonial Government, it appears that, though 
the Exhibition is a private one promoted by prominent residents of Java, the 
Government have officially recognised the aims and objects of the Exhibition 
hy appointing a Government Commissioner, who is also one of the com- 
mittee of promoters, and by authorising the Acting Director of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Industry and Commerce to hold a seat on the Advisory 
Board. A money grant is also being given by the Municipality of Sourabaya 
in aid of the expenses. 

The Exhibition will be held during the dry season and coincident with the 
completion of the new harbour works at Sourabaya—the largest and most 
modern in the Dutch East Indies. A special Section of the Exhibition will 
be devoted to agricultural implements and electricity in the widest possible 
sense of the terms, and special buildings will be set apart to meet the 
requirements of this Section. ‘The Exhibition grounds will occupy about 
7) acres. 

The Exhibition, adds H.M. Consul-General, will doubtless be utilised to 
the full by American and Japanese exhibitors, who, he understands, have 
already applied for space. H.M. Consul-General strongly urges British 
firms to participate in this Exhibition with a view to bringing British manu- 
facturers into closer touch with the fast developing potentialities of the trade 
of the Netherlands Kast Indies.

THE LYONS (INTERNATIONAL) FAIR, 1917. 


As supplementing the notes on the Lyons Fair, 1917, which appeared in 
last week's issue of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” the following particulars, 
furnished by Mr. E. R. E. Vicars, H.M. Consul-General at Lyons, may be 
ef interest :— 

There were nearly three times as many stands this year as last, and about 
twice as many exhibitors. ‘The bulk of the exhibits were housed in wooden 
booths built along the wide quays of the Rhone, on the river side, but a new 
feature this year was the long row of permanent concrete buildings in 
which most of the metallurgical exhibits were shown. A certain number of 
exhibits were also housed in municipal buildings. 

Switzerland had by far the largest representation of any foreign country, 
and the Swiss stands, showing mainly machinery and electrical appliances of 
various kinds, enjoyed a considerable measure of success. 

The Italian goods shown covered a wide range—china and glaas (including 
an important exhibit of medical glass), lace and embroideries, art printing, 
fancy leather goods, leather and hides, various tissues, hosiery, sculptures, 
and toys.

Amongst the British exhibits the Colonial produce displayed at the stand 
of the Permanent Exhibition Committee of ‘l'rinidad attracted considerable 
attention and numerous enquiries from would-be buyers. 

The United States exhibits consisted almost entirely of machinery and 
motor cars, but a novel feature was to be found in the stand rented by the 
United States Consulate at Lyons, at which a number of catalogues of United 
States firms were on view, with, it is understood, satisfactory results. 

The French exhibits covered an immense range, scarcely a single French 
industry being unrepresented. An important exhibit was that of the fur 
trade. The Gotonial stands we:e also of interest, while the Lyons silk 
industry was adequately represented. 

From enquiries in various quarters it is believed that, though business 
in the aggregate was below the level of 1916, the majority of the 
exhibitors have done well—many of them better than they expected. With 
three times as many sellers, and fewer buyers, the total volume of business 
actually done will, it is thought, prove to be proportionately below the 
1916 figure, which was estimated at some £2,000,000, On the other hand, 
it appears that if buyers were fewer in number they were of more 
importance, being for the most part representatives of important firms, pre- 
pared to do business on a big scale. In many cases, however, large orders 
had to be refused by reason of import ur export restrictions and transport 
delays and difficulties. The British firms exhibiting seem on the whole to 
have done well—most of them having made up during the last day or two 
for the indifferent busines done during the earlier period ot the Fair.

THE PARIS NATIONAL FAIR, 1917. 


The following notes on the forthcoming Paris National Fair have been 
furnished by Mr. H. Kershaw, of the Department of Commercial Intelligence, 
who recently visited France in connection with the Lyons Fair :— 

The Fair will be open from 14th to 3lst May, and will be confined to goods 
and materials manufactured in France or in French Colonies. The Fair is 
under the patronage of the Minister of Commerce and Industry, and is 
being supported by 134 Trades Associations or Guilds, and 32 Chambers of 
Commerce. Arrangements are being made for the accommodation of 1,700 
exhibitors, but a large proportion of these will, no doubt, be small traders.

EXPORTS TO SWITZERLAND. 


With reference to the notices which appeared in the issues of the “ Board 
of Trade Journal” of 29th March (pp. 804-5) and 5th April (p. 13), relative 
to exports to Switzerland, it is notified that the following notice should be 
substituted for the portion of the notice which appeared on p. 804, and which 
was subsequently withdrawn :— 

The Proclamation of 13th March, 1917, specifically prohibits the export to 
Switzerland of a number of articles all of which are consignable to the 
Société Suisse de Surveillance Economique, and for which licences will not 
be granted except upon production to the War Trade Department of a cer- 
tificate from that Society. Many of the articles in question are already 
covered by headings in the general British Export Prohibited List (which 
applies to Switzerland as well as to the other countries specified therein). 
Attention is drawn to the fact that the new Proclamation applies not only to 
the articles named therein but to any goods composed wholly or partially of 
those articles. 

A complete list of goods which are consignable to the Société Suisse de 
Surveillance Economique will shortly be published. (D.C.1. 20,470.) 


EXPORTS OF APRICOT KERNELS TO DENMARK. 

With reference to the notice on p. 766 of the “ Board of Trade Journa! ” 
ot 14th September, 1916, relative to restrictions on exports to certain 
countries, it is notified by the Foreign Office that the restrictions on the ship- 
ment of «apricot kernels to Denmark have been cancelled. 








EXPORTS TO GREECE. 


The Director of the War Trade Department announces that all “ recommen- 
dations’ issued by the British Minister at Athens before lst October, 1916, 
have been cancelled. Exporters who desire to despatch goods under licence 
to that porticn of Greece which is not under blockade, and who do not hold 
recommendations dated subsequently to Ist October, 1916, should instruct 
their consignees to approach a British Consular Officer or the British Diplo- 
matic Agent at Salonica, with the view of applying for the issue of a new 
“recommendation.” This document will, if approved, be issued by the 
British Legation at Athens. (D.C.1. 20,921.)

ORDER AS TO PRIORITY. 
Woollen or Worsted Goods. 


The Army Council have issued an Order, dated 14th April, ordering as 
follows :— 

In all factories, workshops, or other premises the business carried on in 
which consists wholly or partly in the production or manufacture of woollen 
or worsted goods, the owners or occupiers, their officers or servants, shall 
comply with the following regulations with regard to work of national 
importance, that is to say :— 

1. Priority shall be given to any work, which is certified by or on behalf of 
the Director of Army Contracts to be work of national importance, in the 
following manner :— 

(a) Priority over all other work shall be given to any work which is 
certified to be Class A work as defined in the Schedule hereto. 

(6) Priority over all other work except work which is certified to be 
Class A work shall be given to any work which is certified to be Class B 
work as defined in the Schedule hereto. 

2. Returns as to the nature and amount of the work done in any of the 
said factaries, workshops, or other premises shall be furnished by the owners 
or occupiers, their officers, or servants, in such manner and at such times as 
may be required by or on bebalf of the Director of Army Contracts. 

+. Any directions that may be given by or on behalf of the Director of 
Army Contracts for the purpose of this Order shall be strictly complied with 
by such owners or occupiers, their officers and servants. 

It is further required that all persons engaged in the production, manu- 
facture, purchase, or sale of woollen or worsted goods shall give such 
particulars as to their business as may be required by or on behalf of the 
Director of Army Contracts for the purposes of this Order, and shall verity 
such particulars in such manner as he may cause to be directed. 

Any person failing to comply with any provision of this Order or with any 
direction or requirement made thereunder shall be guilty of an offence 
against the said Regulations. 

The Order dated 24th October, 1916, relating to the manufacture of 
woollen or worsted goods is hereby revoked. 

SCHEDULE. 
CLASSIFICATION OF Work. 
Definition of Class “ A.” 

Class “* A’ comprises :— 

Work or material wholly required as a component part of any work or 
goods to be carried out or supplied under a Government) War Contract, 
which signifies :— 

(1) Any contract or order placed or made by the Admiralty, the War 
()flice, or the Minister of Munitions ; 

(2) Any contract for naval or military equipment placed by an Allied 
Government by, or with, the consent in writing of the Admiralty, the 
War Office, or the Minister of Munitions. 


Definition of Class “ B.” 
Class ‘‘ B”’ comprises :— 
Work or material wholly required for :— 

(1) Export orders certified in writing by, or on behalf of, the Director 
of Army Contracts to be of sufficient national importance to be specially 
approved for export to approved destinations. 

(2) Other contracts or orders certified in writing by, or on behalf of, 
the Director of Army Contracts to be work of national importance.

SUPPLIES OF WOOL. 
Recommendation that Wool and Tops should be Rationed. 


The Secretary of the War Office notifies that the Central Wool Advisory 
Committee met on 19th April under the chairmanship of Mr. H. W. Forster, 
M.P., Financial Secretary to the War Office, and considered the report of 
a Sub-Committce appointed to review the whole wool position. 

After discussion, the Committee unanimously made the following recom- 
mendations :— 

1. The present wool position and the heavy military needs make it neces- 
sary that steps should at once be taken to accumulate in this country a 
considerable reserve of wool; 

2. In order to achieve this object and to maintain the export trade so far 

as possible, drastic curtailment of production for home consumption is 
essential ; 
3. Manufacturers and spinners should be rationed in wool and tops by 
means of the Priority Scheme already worked out in consultation with the 
War Office and the Board of Trade by the Committee of manufacturers and 
merchants appointed by the Army Council ; 

4. Manufacturers should be urged to economise in the use of wool by using 
substituted materials for the civil trade to the greatest possible extent. 
>, If it appeared that manufacturers, merchants, retailers, or other 
traders attempted to exploit the curtailment of supphes for home consump- 
tion by increasing the prices of materials in stock, drastic steps should be at 
once taken by the Government to deal with the situation. 

G. No distribution of Government wool or tops and no auction of free 
wools should be held till after the end of May, and all further sales of wool 
or tops should be prohibited until further notice: subject to cases of special 
hardship, in which machinery engaged on essential production might be 
stopped by the stoppage of supplies of raw material, being dealt with by the 
Priority Committee. 

7. Manufacturers and spinners should be warned that stocks of wool an] 
tops in their hands should be utilised primarily for Government or, if that 
is impossible, for export or other approved purposes, and should understand 
that the use made of their present stocks would be taken into account in the 
allocation of wool or tops required by them to keep their machinery running 
in later months. 


DEALING IN WOOL AND TOPS SUSPENDED. 


The Army Council has issued the following Order under date 19th April :— 

No person shall from the date hereof (19th April) buy or sell, or offer to 
buy or sell, any raw wool or tops, or noils made therefrom, except under 
permit issued by or on behalf of the Director of Army Contracts. 

This Order has been issued on the recommendation of the Central Wool 
Advisory Committee, and is intended as a temporary measure, which will 
remain in force for at least a fortnight. in order to give the Advisory 
Committee time for censidering the whole question of wool supplies and 
their distribution, in the light of the census of stocks which is now being 
tabulated. Permits will only be issned in exceptional cases. 








FLAX, HEMP AND JUTE GOODS. 
Priority for Government Orders. 


The Admiralty and the Army Council have jointly issued an Orderrequiring that 
from the date of the Order (31st March), and until further notice, in all factories, 
workshops and other premises, the business carried on in which consists wholly 
or partly in the manufacture of flax, hemp or jute goods, work shall be done in 
accordance with the following directions, that is to say :— 

(a) Priority over all other work shall be given to any work which is either 

directly or indirectly required for the purpose of any Government order . 
or contract ;

(b) Any directions that may be given for the purposes of this Order by the 
Director of Navy Contracts as to work for naval purposes, or by the 
Director of Army Contracts as to any other work whatsoever, shall be 
strictly complied with by the owners or occupiers of the said factories 
or workshops, their officers or servants. 





REQUISITION OF STOCKS OF SOCKS. 


The Army Council have given notice, under date 14th April, that it is their 
intention to take possession, between 4th and 30th April, of all stocks of socks 
suitable for military requirements. 

All holders of stocks of socks of the description aforesaid are required to furnish 
such particulars as to their business as may be required by, or on behalf of, the 
Director of Army Contracts. 

If after this notice any person having control of any such stocks, sells, removes 
or secretes the same, or any part thereof, or deals with them in any way contrary 
to any conditions imposed in any licence issued by, or on behalf of, the Director 
of Army Contracts, without the consent of the Army Council, he shall be guilty of 
an offence against the Defence of the Realm Regulations. 





RESTRICTIONS ON DEALING IN MANILA HEMP AND 
MAGUEY FIBRE. 


The Secretary of the War Office notifies that an Order has been made by 
the Army Council, under the Defence of the Realm Regulations, prohibiting 
the purchase of Manila hemp and maguey fibre for sale or manufacture in 
Europe, without the permit of the Director of Army Contracts, which is also 
required before payment or delivery may be made under contracts entered 
into since 2nd April, 1917. 

It is further announced that no permit will be required in the case of 
supplies for countries outside Kurope to which shipment is made direct from 
the Philippines. 

Government control of Manila hemp has been initiated in order to secure 
essential naval and military supplies in response to representations made to 
the Admiralty and War Department by the Manila Hemp Association and 
the British Ropemakers’ Association. It is proposed to centralise the 
provision of tonnage and to fix prices for several months ahead. ‘The Army 
Contracts Department, by whom the scheme will be admmistered, hope to 
utilise the services of the leading shippers for the purchase of hemp, and of 
the established dealers for its distribution, thus employing so far as possible 
the normal channels of supply. Ropemakers will apply for supplies through 
their usual dealers, to whom the Department will allocate the available 
stocks.

SUPPLIES OF TANNING MATERIALS. 
Returns Required. 


The Secretary of the War Office notifies that, to enable the War Department to 
keep watch on the supplies of tanning materials, an Order has been made by the 
Army Council under the Defence of the Realm Regulations requiring all importers 
of tanning materials to furnish to the Director of Army Contracts, Raw Materials 
Section, Imperial House, Tothill Street, London, S.W. 1, particulars of the quan- 
tities of tanning materials imported into the United Kingdom between the 
lst January and 21st April, and after the latter date to furnish similar particulars 
of such imports week by week. 

Any person who has not received a form on which to make the required return 
should apply at once to the Director of Army Contracts, at the above address.

BUSINESS IN HIDES, SKINS AND LEATHER. 
Particulars Required. 

The Army Council has issued an Order, dated 28th February, requiring all < 
persons engaged at any time before or after the date of the Order in the 
purchase, sale, distribution, storage, or shipment of hides or skins of any 

° description, or in the manufacture of leather from such hides or skins as 
aforesaid, or of any articles wholly or partly manufactured therefrom, or in 
the purchase, sale, distribution, storage or shipment of such leather or 
articles aforesaid, or of any articles or materials required for the purpose of 
such manufacture as aforesaid, to furnish to the Director of Army Contracts 
such particulars as to their business as may be required on his behalf. 





SUPPLIES OF LEATHER LACES. 


The Army Council have issued an Order, under date 18th April, requiring 
the respective occupiers of the factories and/or workshops specified in the Schedule 
hereto annexed, to place at their disposal from the above date until further

“THE PAPER RESTRICTION ORDER (No. 3), 1917.” 

The following is the text of “The Paper Restriction Order (No. 3), 1917,” 
dated 19th April, made by the Board of ‘Trade under Regulations 2 Fr and 
233 of the * Defence of the Realm Regulations ” :— 

Whereas by Regulation 2 33 of the Defence of the Realm Regulations the 
Board of Trade have the like powers as are given to the Food Controller 
under Regulations 2 F to 2 J inclusive, as respects any articles of commerce 
to which the powers of the Food Controller under those regulations do not 
extend, where it appears to the Board necessary or expedient to exercise any 
of those powers for the purpose of encouraging or maintaining the supply of 
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“Toe ParER RESTRICTION ORDER (No. 3), 1917 ’’—continued. 
any such article which is required by the public or by any section of the 
public : 

And whereas by virtue of Regulation 2 r, these powers include powers to 
make orders regulating or giving directions with respect to the production, 
manufacture, treatment, use, consumption, transport, storage, distribution, 
supply, sale or purchase of, or other dealing in, or measures to be taken in 
relation to, any article: 

And whereas it appears to the Board of Trade expedient for the purpose 
of encouraging or maintaining the supply of paper, to exercise those powers 
as respects paper in manner provided by this Order :— 

Now, therefore, the Board of Trade, in pursuance of their powers under 
the said regulations and of all other powers enabling them in that behalf, 
hereby order as follows :— 

1. On and after the date of this Order, a person shall not, without a licence 
from the Board of Trade, publish any new newspaper. 

For the purposes of this Order, the expression “ newspaper ” means a publi- 
cation which may be registered as a newspaper under the Post Office Act, 
1908; and the expression “‘ new newspaper ” means a newspaper which is not 
being published at the date of this Order, and includes a newspaper which is 
published at more frequent intervals than those at which it 1s published at 
that date. 

2. Infringements of this Order are summary offences subject to penalties 
under the Defence of the Realm Regulations. 

3. This order may be cited as the Paper Restriction Order, 1917 (No. 3).

Use of Posters, Catalogues, etc., extended until Further Notice. 


With reference to the notice on p. 806 of the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 
29th March, relative to the extension until 21st April of the time allowed under 
the Paper Restriction Order, 1917, for the production and exhibition of posters 
and the distribution of tradesmen’s catalogues, etc., it is notified that the Royal 
Commission on Paper has been authorised by the Board of Trade to extend by 
general licence until further notice, the period during whch it will be lawful— 

(a) To complete the production of posters ordered and already commenced 
before 3rd March. 

(6b) To exhibit posters with respect to goods offered for sale by retailers, 
the production of which was ordered and commenced before 3rd March ; 
and 

(c) To distribute through the post or otherwise tradesmen’s catalogues, 
price-lists, and circulars, the production of which was ordered and 
commenced before 3rd March. The licence also extends until further 
notice the size of posters which may be made, from 600 to 2,400 square 
inches.

FOOD ORDERS AND NOTIFICATIONS. 


The Ministry of Food announces that the following Orders have been 


issued :— 
Control of Flour Mills. 


By the Flour Mills Order, 1917 (dated 20th April), the Food Controller, 
under the powers conferred upon him by Order in Council amending the 
‘“* Defence of the Realm Regulations ” (dated 20th April), takes over as from 
the 30th April, all flour mills of the United Kingdom which on the date of 
the Order used wheat in the making of flour, except those the output 
capacity of which is less than five sacks of flour per hour. 
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Foop Orpers AND NorIFIcCATIONS—contiined. 


The effect of this Order is that, as from the date mentioned, these mills 
pass into the possession of the Food Controller and are to be carried on in 
accordance with his directions. 

Mills affected will receive instructions shortly, and in the meantime they 
should be operated in the ordinary course. 


“The Wheat, Rye and Rice (Restriction) Order, 1917.” 


FP’ By the Wheat, Rye and Rice (Restriction) Order, 1917, dated 20th April, 
the Food Controller prohibits the use of wheat or rye, except for the purpose of 
seed or the manufacture of flour, and prohibits the use of rice, and flour obtained 
from wheat, rye and rice, from being used after 28th April, except for making 
articles suitable for and to be used only for human food. 
From the same date none of the cereals mentioned must be so treated as to be 
rendered less fit for the purposes for which they are reserved under the Order. 
A further provision prohibits the waste of any of the flours mentioned, or any 
article containing such flours. 
The Waste of Wheat Order, 1916, and the Wheat (Restriction) Order, 1917, 
are superseded by this Order and are revoked. 
Maximum Prices for Wheat, Barley and Oats. 
it is announced by the Ministry of Food that the Wheat, Barley and Oats 
(Prices) Order, 1917, does not apply, prior to 12th May, 1917, to dbona-fide 
transactions in grain intended for seed, when the buyer is a grower and 
makes a declaration that he requires the grain for such purpose.

CENSUS OF HORSES, LIVE STOCK, AND AGRICULTURAL 
MACHINERY. 


The Board of Agriculture and Fisheries announce that a census of horses 
and mules, and a census of cattle, sheep, pigs, and agricultural machinery 
in Great Britain on the 2Ist April, 1917, are to be taken at the end of this 
month, in connection with the measures necessary for obtaining horses for 
the Army, fcr increasing the production and economising the use of grain, 
and for conserving food supplies (particularly meat and milk). 

Orders, dated 17th April, have been made by the (Juartermaster-General 
to the Forces, under the “ Defence of the Realm Regulations,” making it com- 
pulsory on every person who owns any horses or mules, or any cattle, sheep, 
pigs, or agricultural machinery, to make a return, by Ist May at the latest, 
on forms which have been prescribed for the purpose and are to be obtained 
from any police station—a buff form for the census of horses and mules, and 
a white form for the census of cattle, sheep, pigs, and agricultural machinery. 
Every owner of any of the animals or machinery in question should take 
care to provide himself with a form (if he has not received one from the 
police) in time to have his return ready by the end of the month. 

All owners will realise that it is a matter of patriotic duty to give the 
Government every assistance in this matter by furnishing the particulars 
required as quickly and as accurately as they can.

RESIDENCE IN FRANCE. 


H.M. Government have been notified by the Government of the French 
Republic that after loth May, all foreign subjects over the age of fifteen years 
nr wishing to remain in France more than fifteen days must be furmshed 
with a “ Carte @identitée.” Application for this document must be made 
to the Prefect of the Department concerned within forty-eight hours of 
arrival in the first locality in which the traveller desires to remain.

CROP CONDITIONS IN CERTAIN COUNTRIES. 


The Board of Agriculture and Fisheries have received the following in- 
formation from the International Institute of Agriculture at Rome ;— 

The condition of wheat in France, Italy, Switzerland and Kgypt ts reported 
to be average and in Great HKritain and the United States rather urder 
average, while that of rye in France, Italy, Switzerland and the United States 
is average. Barley in France, Italy, Switzerland and Egypt is in average 
condition; while oats are average in [taly and the United States, but under 
average in France and Lreland. 

‘he probable yield of winter wheat in the United States has been esti- 
mated at 230,363,000 cwt., or 10°7 per cent. below the corresponding production 
last year. 

The total production of wheat in Argentina, Australia, and New Zealand 
in 1916-1917 is now estimated at 121,991,000 ecwt., and that of oats at 
16.960,000 ewt.. while the yield of maize in Argentina and Australia is esti- 
mated at 33,670,000 cwt. 





“UNITED KINGDOM TRADE WITH CANADA AND 
NEWFOUNDLAND. 


Visit of H.M. Trade Commissioner. 


In accordance with the practice that has been established for H.M. Trade 
Commissioners in the British Self-Governing Dominions to visit the United 
Kingdom officially from time to time, so that manufacturers and merchants 
may have the opportunity of consulting them on any matters connected with 
their business, or of obtaining information as to the possibilities of extending 
their trade, H.M. Trade Commissioner in Canada and Newfoundland (Mr. C. 
Hamilton Wickes) is now in this country, and has already interviewed a 
number of firms at the Offices of the Department of Commercial Intelligence 
of the Board of 'l'rade, and at the Chambers of Commerce in Bristol, Cardiff, 
Wolverhampton, Walsall and Stoke. 

Mr. Hamilton Wickes is continuing his tour to those trade and industrial 
centres in the Provinces which have been decided upon as most advantageous 
to visit in view of the applications that have been received from firms in or 
near those centres and from Chambers of Commerce. He is in attendance at 
Manchester until Wednesday next, and afterwards will attend at the Cham- 
bers of Commerce at Liverpool, Dublin, Belfast, Londonderry, Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Newcastle, Leeds. Bradford, Huddersfield, Sheffield, Derby, 
Nottingham, Leicester, Coventry and Birmingham, in the order named. 





CATALOGUES, PRICE LISTS, Erc., FOR FINLAND. 


Employment of Sweiish and Finnish Languages Preferable. 

The British Vice-Consul at Abo (Mr. W. J. B. Wilson), writing under date 
2nd April, desires to call the attention of British firms interested in trade 
with Finland to the fact that it is of little use sending catalogues, price 
lists, ete. to that country printed in Russian. The British Vice-Consul is 
prompted to this remark by the fact that a great number of catalogues of 
all kinds so printed have been received at the Abo Vice-Consulate and are 
almost useless for the purpose for which they are intended. 

British traders, he adds, should realise that the languages employed in 
Finland are Swedish and Finnish, of practically equal importance, and 
catalogues, etc., should, if possible, be printed in both these tongues. The 
currency, weights and measures in use in Finland correspond with the 
French, i.e. the Finnish mark is equivalent to the franc, and the metric 
system is employed. (D.C.T. 20,155).

Convention between France and Sweden. 

The French “ Journal Officiel’’ of Z0th March, 1917, contains the text of a 
Decree, dated 18th March, 1917, approving the Convention, signed in Paris 
on Slst January, 1916, and ratified in Paris on 2nd March, 1917, between 
France and Sweden, for the reciprocal protection in China of trade marks, 
patents, designs and copyrights. The Decree provides that inventions, 
designs, or trade marks patented or registered by the citizens or subjects of 
one of the high contracting parties in the competent Office of the other 
high contracting party shall have in all parts of China the same protection 
against infringement on the part of citizens or subjects of the latter party 
ax are accorded in the territories and possessions of this party; and vice versa.

REGULATION OF TRADE IN TERRITORY KNOWN AS 
“GERMAN EAST AFRICA.” ° 
Port of Pangani opened as a Customs Station. 

With reference to the notice on p. 122 of last week’s issue of the “ Board of 
Trade Journal,’ and to previous notices, relative to the regulation of trade in 
the territory known as “ German East Africa,” it is notified that the “ Official 
Gazette of the East Africa Protectorate” of 2lst February publishes a 
General Notice (No, 142) to the effect that the port of Pangani would be 
opened as a Customs Station from 15th February. On and from that date 
goods can be shipped to or imported from, and dheows will be cleared for, 
Pangani direct, under similar regulations to those governing clearance to 
and from Dar-es-Salaam and ‘Tanga. 





TRADING LICENCES IN ARGENTINA. 

Increased Fees for Commercial Travellers’ and Business Licences. 

H.M. Minister at Buenos Aires reports that a Law (No. 10,218) was 
promulgated on 21st February, modifying the Law (No. 4,934) under which 
national licences are imposed in Argentina. 

Articles 2 and + of the new Law are the only two which appear directly to 
affect foreign business. Under Article 2 the cost of a licence for the repre- 
sentatives and commercial travellers (comisionistas viajeros del extrangero) of 
foreign firms will in future be from 500 pesos currency (£45 15s.) to 5,000 
pesos (£4056 10s.) ; under Law 4,934 the cost was fixed at 500 pesos. This tax, 
however, is only in respect of licences granted by the Federal Authorities to 
representatives and commercial travellers operating in the Capital of the 
Republic and in the National Territories, and is exclusive of tawes tmposed on 
such persons by the various Municipalities. 

Under Article 4 firms or individuals who habitually import general 
merchandise from abroad on ships’ parcels receipts, instead of as cargo, and 
through the parcel post, must pay a licence, under category No. 94 of Law 
4,934, cf from 300 pesos (£26 4s.) to 5,000 pesos (£456 10s.) as importers of 
general merchandise. 

These licences are annual, and are imposed according to the volume ofgthe 
business done. 

H.M. Minister has forwarded the text of the new Law (in Spanish), and 
this may be consulted by British firms interested at the Department of 
Commercial Intelligence, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C. 2.

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ITALIAN DECREE RESPECTING THE TRANSMISSION OF 
STAMPS. 


H.M. Embassy at Rome reports that a Decree, dated 4th March, pub- 
lished in the “ Gazzetta Ufficiale” of 19th March, prohibits the transit 
between Italy and abroad of any correspondence containing postage stamps, 
receipt stamps and duty stamps, separately or in collections, new or used, 
emitted by States or public or private bodies, whatever may be the object of 
their despatch. (D.C.1. 17,839.) 





CURRENCY IN THE REPUBLIC OF COLOMBIA. 


With reference to the notice on p. 27 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 
oth April relative to a new Monetary Law in Colombia, it is notified that two 
Decrees have been issued in connection with that Law, as follows :— 

Nickel Coinage.—Decree No. 58 of 1917, published in the “ Diario Oficial ”’ 
(Bogota) of 16th January, determines the stamp, weight and sizes for the 
minting of nickel coins. The diameter of the one-centavo pieces will be 
17 mm., of the two-centavo pieces 19 mm., and of the five-centavo pieces 
21 mm., while the weights will be respectively 2, 3 and 4 grammes, ‘The 
metal used for the minting of nickel coins is to be composed of 25 per 
cent. nickel and 75 per cent. copper. 

Earchange of Old Paper Notes.—DVecree No. 85 of 1917, published in the 
“Diario” of 22nd January, provides that, as from lst March, 1917, the 
exchange by the Conversion Board of the old issues of paper money for paper 
notes representing gold values will be effected in the capital of the Republic 
only. ‘The old notes, however, will still be received in the public offices, but 
as from Ist March payments will not be made in such notes, and those 
received will be sent to the Treasury of the Republic to be changed by the 
Conversion Board, The period for the exchange of the notes expires on 
19th December, 1917.

MORATORIUM IN FRANCE. 


With reference to the notice on p. 118 of the “ Board of Trade Journal ” of 
llth January last, and to previous notices, relative to special financial 
meusures taken in France to meet the situation created by the war, it is 
notified that the French “ Journal OUfficiel” of 18th March publishes a 
Decree, dated 17th March, prolonging for a further period of 90 days the 
Moratorium in regard’to bills of exchange and bank deposits. 

‘The Decree continues the provision of the Decree of 19th December, 1916, 
making it incumbent on the holder of a bill already prolonged to notify ‘the 
drawer, by registered letter, within a period of three months from the date of 
the Decree, that the bill is in his possession. Failure to comply with this 
requirement deprives both drawer and intermediate endorsers of all mora- 
torial interest. 

A new provision is added in the present Decree making it incumbent on 
the holder of a bill to notify the drawer, by registered letter, in the three 
months which follow the three months alluded to above, that the bill 
remains unpaid and isin his keeping. Failure to comply with this require- 
ment also deprives the holder of moratorial interest from the day of the 
expiration of the above accorded delay.

[In submitting the above-mentioned Decree to the President of the 
Republic, the Ministers concerned remark that since the last prolongation 
of the Moratorium by the Decree of 19th Cecember, 1916, payments into. 
the Bank of France of moratorially-protected bills have been increased by 
4,000,000 frs., representing an important increase as compared with the 
44,000,000 frs, paid in during the previous 90 days’ period of prolongation.

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ELECTRICAL INDUSTRIES IN CHINA. 


According to the Japanese journal, the “ Zaisei Keizai Jiho” (Financial 
and Economic Review) for December, quoted in the February issue of the 
Shanghai “ British Chamber of Commerce Journal,’ the electrical industry 
of China is as yet in its infancy, and, as is natural, existing enterprises are 
confined almost entirely to large towns and open ports, seldom extending 
beyond urban districts. An idea may be gained of the state of her electrical 
industries from the fact that the aggregate capacity of electric motors in 
(hina is stated to be only 70,000 kilowatts. 

The number of electrical undertakings throughout China is 87, of which 
62 are located in China proper, and 25 in Manchuria. Eighty of those enter- 
prises are light or power services, or the two combined; four are such 
services carried on in conjunction with electric railways, while three are 
devoted to the manufacture of electrical apparatus and supplies. As for 
electric tramways, China proper (including Hong Kong) has only three cities 
(Shanghai, Hong Kong, and 'Tientsin) where these are maintained. The 
South Manchuria Railway Company operates street railways at Dairen and 
Fushun, which are the only towns having such services in Manchuria. 
According to the latest data, the electric energy supplied for power and light 
throughout China totals 33,000 horse-power and 1,375,000 candle-power 
respectively. For purposes of comparison it may be mentioned that the 
Hokkaido alone uses 35,000 horse-power, while the city of Tokio and 
suburbs are served with 1,900,000 candle-power. As a prime mover, steam 
power is almost exclusively employed in China, water power being utilised 
only in the Province of Yunnan. 


Capitalisation and control—Out of the 87 Chinese electrical under- 
takings, six are Chinese Government enterprises, 05 are managed by Chinese 
private individuals, while the remaining 28 are foreign undertakings. 
Some of the Chinese private businesses, however, are run with foreign 
capital, so that the enterprises really under Chinese private management are 
reduced to 41. Out of the 28 foreign undertakings Japanese interests number 
10, seven of which are located in Manchuria. ‘The number of kilowatts 
represented by the Chinese (both Government and private), foreign (Japanese 
excluded), and Japanese enterprises are 22,000, 31,900, and 17,000 respectively. 
At a rough estimate, for accurate figures are difficult to obtain, the capitali- 
sation of the industry amounts to 36,000,000 yen (ven = 2s, Ofd.). OF this, 
foreign investments amonnt to 14,000,000 yen, and Japanese investments to 
9,000,000 yen. Electrical enterprise in China has not yet attained such a 
stage of development as to yield satisfactory returns on the capital, only 13 
businesses declaring an annual dividend of 5 per cent. ‘There must, however, 
be room for economy in the cost of operation and maintenance, and with the 
general development of industrial and economic resources in that country 
this branch of enterprise is bound to expand. 


Telegraph and telephone systems.—The first telegraphic system in China 
was introduced in 1882, under the direction of a Danish expert; the private 
telegraph business was nationalised in 1908, and now the entire service is 
‘controlled by the Ministry of Communications. At the end of 1913, tele- 
graph lines extended over 37,405 miles, with 51,129 miles of wire. Submarine 
cables, with the exception of the Woosung-Canton line opeaed in the early 
part of 1915, are all under foreign control. ‘lhe telephone service, inaugu- 
rated in 1903, consists of Government (both central and provincial) and 
private undertakings. ‘The control of both telegraph and telephone systems 
is practically in the hands of foreigners, from the circumstance that these 
systems were constructed by the aid of foreign capital. 

Electrical apparatus and supplies.—T his branch of the electrical industry 
is almost non-existent, with the result that there is severe competition in the 
Chinese market for the sale of apparatus and supplies. Before the war 
Germany occupied the first position, the United Kingdom the second, and 
Japan came third in the value of goods of this class imported into China. 
Since then a considerable change has taken place, with a consequent increase 
of imports from Japan and the United States. The following figures show 
the early effect of the war on imports in this line from different countries :—

The growth of electrical industries, no less than other enterprises requiring 
the introduction of foreign capital, 1s hampered by the scarcity of 
funds occasioned by the war. On the return of peace, however, severe com- 
petition is expected to ensue in regard to electrical development in China. 
The activity of United States capitalists in China is remarkable, and they 
have formed, it is said, a combination for exploiting the light, power, and 
tramway services in the principal towns. 





ORGANISATION OF SCLENTIFIC RESEARCH 
INSTITUTIONS IN THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 

H.M. ‘rade Commissioner in Australia (Mr. G. 'T. Milne) has forwarded a 
copy of » Memorandum on the organisation of scientific research institutions 
in the United States of America, which has been prepared by the Acting 
Secretary of the Executive Committee of the Australian Advisory Council 
of Science and Industry. No attempt has been made in this Memorandum 
to furnish an account of the research work carried out at the various 
American research institutions; the author bas confined his statement 
to the features and problems which appear to be of immediate interest 
in connection with ‘the proposal to establish in the Commonwealth some 
permanent organisation tor the promotion of scientific research work and 
the application of science to industry, and to indicating the trend of develop- 
ment of research institutions in the United States. ‘The author has also 
endeavoured to convey some idea of the wide range and importance of 
the activities of the Federal Government of the United States in regard to 
scientific, technical, and industrial matters. 

The American institutions treated of in the Memorandum are the 
following :— 

Nationai Institutions.—The Department of Agriculture, the Forest Service, 
the Reclamation Service (Irrigation), the Bureau of Standards, the Bureau 
of Mines, the Public Health Service, and the Smithsonian Institution. 

State Institutions.—U niversities, and Experiment Stations. 

Privately endowed Institutions.—The Carnegie Institution, the Mellon 
Institute, and the Rockfeller Institute. 

The general features of the organisation of American industrial laboratories 
are also discussed, and notes are given on the laboratories of a number of 
industrial concerns.

Article 6.—Goods not included in the preceding Articles are subject to the 
arrangement as to “contingents,” and, consequently, shall be allowed to be 
imported up to the amounts fixed for each quarter, under the conditions laid 
down by Article 3 of the Decree of the 22nd March, 1917. ' 

Article 7.—Until the quantities which may be imported have been fixed, the 
importation of the goods referred to in Article 6 shall be allowed without 
special permission. 

All quantities imported on and after the 16th April, 1917, shall be included 
in the amount allowed to be imported during the first period, which shall 
commence from that date, except in the case of coffee, cocoa, tea and ordinary 
wines, which may, until further notice, be imported without the amount of 
such importations being debited to the “contingents” to be subsequently 
tixed. 

Article 8.—The temporary suspension of the prohibition, provided for in the 
first paragraph of Article 7 does not apply to goods of which the importation 
was prohivited before the 22nd March, 1917. In all such cases, importation 
remains subject to a licence having previously been obtained. 

Article 9.—The Director-General of Customs is charged with the execution 
of the present Decree. 





Importation of Goods included in List No. 3 contained in the Ministerial 
Decree of the 13th April. 

The issue of the “Journal Officiel” for the 15th April alse contains a 

Presidential Decree and a Ministerial Decree, dated the 14th April, relating 

to the guods included in List 3 of the Ministerial Decree of the 13th April. 


The Presidential Decree provides as follows :— 

Article 1.—The functions conferred by Article 3 of the Decree of the 
22nd March on the “ Comité des dérogations aux prohibitions d’entrée ” 
shall be permanently delegated to the “ Commission interministérielle 
des bois et métaux,” in so far as concerns goods included in List 8 of 
the Ministerial Decree of the 13th April. 

Article 2.—The propoxals of the ** Commission interministérielle des 
bois et métaux ” in so far as concerns the application of the preceding 
Article, shall be submitted for the approval of tle Minister of Commerce 
and the Minister of Munitions, the decision to be confirmed by the 
Minister of Finance. 

Article 3.—The Decree of the 18th July, 1916,* is repealed. 

* A translation of this Decree was published at pages 261-263 of the “ Board of 
Trade Journal ” for the 27th July, 1916. 
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The Ministerial Decree of the 14th April provides as follows :— 

Article 1.—Merchants or manufacturers who desire to import goods 
specified in List 3 of the Ministerial Decree of the |3th April, 1917, for 
delivery to a public authority (State, Department or Commune), either 
in the condition in which they were imported or after having been 
worked or manufactured, shal] submit to the competent authority four 
copies of an application in the form annexed [this form was printed 
in the “ Journal Offictel” for the 16th April), and shall attach thereto 
documentary evidence. with an indication of the use to which the goods 
are to be put, and their weight or measurement. 


Article 2,.—When the goods to be imported are destined to be stored 
in a shop for sale or to be delivered to the public, either in the rough 
state or after having been worked or manufactured. the merchants or 
manufacturers shall submit the application provided for in the preceding 
Article to the Ministry of Commerce, 66 rue de Bellechasse (Paris). 


Article 5.—The authority concerned shall transmit four copies of the 
application, with its opinion thereon, to the secretariat of the ‘“ Com- 
mission des bois et métaux,’’ 14, rue de la Trémoille, Paris.

Parts I. and I1. of the present “ Supplement’ form the seventh of the series 
which has been issued by the Board of Trade at quarterly intervals since 
14th October, 1915, and they supersede Parts I. and II. of the Supplement 
issued on 18th and 25th January, 1917, respectively.

The Decree provides that the basis for fixing the valuation of cigars im- 
ported from abroad in boxes—for the purpose of ascertaining the amount of 
tax which they should pay—shall be their net weight, absolutely apart from 
any covering or wrapper. ‘The use of Revenue bands for the boxes is abolished 
and in their stead there must be placed on each cigar a stamp, in the torm of 
a band, of the value of the proper tax. In the case of cigars of which the 
selling price (including tax) does not exceed 20 centavos, however, the use of 
Revenue bands affixed to packets containing upto five cigars, is to be contin- 
ued. Henceforward it shall be obligatory to stamp each cake of tobacco put 
up in the form of cakes, as this is the unit for sale. 

In the case of cigars and cigarettes which are not imported in boxes, the 
valuation which is to serve as the basis for levying the tax must be made by 
estimating the weight of the coverings which cannot be removed without 
deteriorating or damaging the goods. 

The present Decree is to come into force 30 days after the new Tariff of 
Valuations for cigars and cigarettes (which is to be drawn up as soon as 
possible) is approved. (C. 6,954.)

(4) the construction in the Bay of the Seine of basins giving 5,000 metres of 
quay space, a lock giving access to the Seine, and an arrangement to enable 
shipping to enter the Canal du Tancarville; and (5) the construction of four 
dry docks. The cost of the work is estimated at 200,000,000 francs 

(about £8,000,000), half of which will be defrayed by the State.

Many productive deposits of 
these minerals lie within the more limited area covered by this Report, 
among those treated being feldspar, mica, phosphatic rock, galena, zinc 
blende, barite, limestone paving, and building stone, and clay for brick- 
making.

respectively, whilst in 1909 the output amounted to 214,042 oz. The chief 
causes of this decline in the production of platinum are the shortage of labour, 
the difficulty in obtaining spare parts for dredgers, and the exhaustion of the 
richer alluvial deposits. Mr. Preston remarks that new alluvia will 
undoubtedly be found when extensive prospecting is resumed, but there 
is nothing to indicate an improvement in the production of platinum in the 
near future, at any rate during the existence of hostilities; on the contrary, 

it is probable that the output for 1917¢ will be less than in 1916.

The plans are stated to include the treatment not only of tin concentrates 
but of other minerals, and the ultimate installation of a manufacturing plant. 
The capital is Chilean, and the work is being done for the owners of one of 
the two largest groups of tin mines in Bolivia. It is thought that the smelter 
will have about 7,000 tons of 60 per cent. (or over) tin barilla from the mines 
referred to, and should easily find 3,000 to 5,000 tons more from other pro- 
ducers. Construction work has been started, aud the Chilean Government 

are assisting the smelter company with grants of land and water rights.

This reduction of 284,000 bales, which has reduced the all-India total 
from 4,557,000 pales to 4,273,000 bales is due to further damage to the crop by 
heavy rain after the receipt of the reports upon whicn the “ tinal ” estimate was 
based. It washed off nearly all the flowers and immature bolls, and what 
were left dropped as the result of the cold spell in the month of December. 
The late pickings, which usually vield a fair amount of cotton, were thus 
either exceedingly scaniy or not obtained at all.

According to the “ Pacific Fisherman Year Book” of 1917, the gross 
value of the canned salmon pack, based on opening prices, amounted 
to £8,708,527, of which Alaska contributed more than half. Siberia 
is rapidly coming to the front with a pack of 425,800 cases, valued at 
£423,115. As has been the case for a number of years, the pack of Alaska 
exceeded that of any other section, being more than twice as large as all the 
others together. British Columbia is second, followed by Puget Sound, 
Columbia River, Siberia, Oregon Coast, Washington Coast, Japan, and 
California in the order named. ‘The total pack on the American side was 
7,009,612 cases, while on the Asiatic side the pack amounted to 473,600 cases, 
a gross total for the Pacific of 7,829,212 cases. So far as the American side 
is concerned the pack in 1916 was only exceeded in 1913 and 1915. 

An important fact not to be lost sight of in this connection is that in the 
earlier years of the industry practically all of the catch went into cans, while 
more recently large quantities have been mild cured, pickled, smoked, frozen, 
or sold fresh. If the fish so utilised had been put into cans in 1916 the 
pack would have exceeded that of any other year in the history of the 
industry. 

The general belief in Washington and Oregon is that artificial fish culture 
is the prime cause of the excellent condition of the salmon fisheries. ‘The 
United States Bureau ot Fisheries and the Fish Commissions of the States 
of Oregon and Washington have been devoting much attention to this 
section, and the number of hatcheries has been increased, while the capacity 
of the older hatcheries has been materially enlarged. (D.C.1. 15,886.)

£816,700), subsidised by the Government. ‘The main office of the Company 
is in Tokio, the principal plant being situated at Kawakishicho, Nishku, 
Osaka, where the Company owns 30,000 tsubo (about 245 acres) of land. 
This land was purchased in June, 1916, and work was begun immediately. 
Sixteen large buildings are completed and five are in course ot construction. 

The Company is stated to be producing aniline oil, aniline salt, orange 
2 and fast red A on acommercia! basis, and is just putting on the market 
benzo-purpurin A, and B, and Congo red. By July next it is expected to 
be turning out large quantities of the standard shades of basic colours— 
blues, violets and greens; sulphur colours—blacks, blues and dark blues; and 
direct, colours—blacks, blues and reds. 

‘The Company maintains a large research laboratory, a technical iaboratory 
where processes may be tried on a semi-commercial scale, and an experimental 
plant where new processes can be worked ont on a commercial basis.

Notice is further given that the Umpire proposes to give his decision on 
the above application on or after 14th May, 1917. 

EXTRACT FROM REGULATIONS, 


3. If before the date specified in the notice any representations with reference 
to the application are made in writing to the Umpire by or on behalf of anv 
workman or employer appearing to him to be interested, or the Board of Trade, 
the Umpire shall take those representations into his consideration, and the 
Ompire may at any time before the said date require any persons to supply to 
him such information in writing as he thinks necessary for the purpose of 
enabling him to give a decision. 

All such representations and information shall be open to inspection by any 
employer or workman appearing to the Umpire to be interested or any persons 
authorised in that behalf by any such employer or workman or the Board of Trade. 

4. Any persons claiming to be interested may apply to tne Umpire to be 
heard by him orally in reference to any application under these Regulations, and 
the Umpire may, in any case in which he thinks it desirable, require the 
attendance of any person before him to give oral information on the subject of

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NATIONAL INSURANCE (UNEMPLOYMENT) ACTS, 1911 TO 1916, 
UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 


Decisions by the Umpire.

2182X Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture of brushes 
required for use in the manufacture or repair of munitions of war. 
~ This decision modifies decision B1772 (“ Board of Trade Journal” of the 
7th September, 1916). In accordance with section 3 (2) of the National 
Insurance (Part II. Amendment) Act, 1914, contributions in respect of work- 
men covered by this decision, but previously excluded in virtue of decision 
B1772, are payable as from the 26th April, 1917. 

2183X. Workmen engaged in the manutacture of gas-testing apparatus. 

2184X. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of “artificial “millstones, or 
in the manufacture of other millstones, for use in the production of munitions 
of war. 

Stablemen or other workmen employed in an cabiiliidlinads 
carrying on any trade insured under the National Insurance (Part [I.) 
(Munition Workers) Act, 1916, and engaged in tending horses which are used 
mainly on the premises of the est: ablishment. 

2186X. Workmen employed in the manufacture of electrical appliances 
for railway signalling and for electric control of railway signalling install- 
ation. 

2187X. Workmen employed i in the repair of coke oven bye-product plant. 

2188X. Workmen engaged in making incandescent oil lamps. 

2139X. Workmen engaged in adapting gas and candle fittings for electric 
light. 

2190X. Workmen engaged in making band saws and band knives. 

2191X. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of needles and points for 
hosiery and knitting machinery. 

2192X. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of guides and points for 
lace-making and lace- finishing machines. 

2195X. Workmen engaged in making (1) steering indicators; (2) fire- 
control apparatus for large guns; and (3) ) stoke-hole indicators and danger 
signals. 

2194X. Workmen engaged in driliing, filing and rivetting small iron 
castings such as castor horns, wardrobe hooks, ete. 

2195X. Workmen emploved wholly or mainly in the manufacture or repair 
of milk cans and household tinware. 

2196X. A workman employed at brickworks, and engaged in making and 
repairing boxes, benches, barrows, etc., and other movable articles used in 
the manufacture of bricks and tiles. 

2197X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the work of making metal, 
leather or rubber cycle and motor accessories. 

2198X. A workman employed by a firm of oxide of iron manufacturers, 
and engaged in the work of preparing stones to be used for grinding 
purposes. 

2199X. Workmen engaged in making metal restaurant utensils. 

2200X. Workmen employed in the manufacture of metal baths and cisterns 
and sanitary fittings, including painting, enamelling and general labour. 

2201 X. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of metal accessuries for 
textile machinery which are not built into or fixed in the machinery. 

2202X. Workmen employed in the manufacture of metal barrels, drums 

andl tanks which are not intended to form part of the structure of buildings, 
ships or vehicles. 
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B. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE 
in respect of :— 


2203. Workmen employed in the repair of kilns and ovens for the firing of 
pottery, tiles and sanitary ware, other than articles mentioned in decisions 
A 1646X and A 1949X (“ Board of Trade Journal ” of the 24th August, 1916, 
and the 5th October, 1916, respectively). 

2204. Workmen (other than those included under decision A 2084X 
(* Board of Trade Journal” of the 7th December, 1916), engaged in the 
manufacture of asphalte and bitumen at works. ; 

2205. Workmen employed by a wireless telegraph company and engaged 
(1) in superintending and assisting in superintending the erection and 
maintenance of stations, and not employed wholly or mainly by way of 
manual labour; and (2) as works manager and assistant and foreman. 

2206. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of brake blocks for cycles 
from compressed paper, if not intended for use in war. 

2207. Workmen employed in the repair of coke oven plant (other than 
buildings, machinery or bye-product plant). 

2208. Workmen employed by an electric supply company, and engaged in 
cleaning electric are and incandescent lamps. 

2209. Workmen engaged in making by hand the cages of wooden dinner 
and goods lifts, blinds and shutters. 

2210. Workmen engaged in (1) preparing by hand and assembling parts 
of window blinds; and (2) fixing on premises inside and outside blinds. 

9211. Workmen making estate fencing by hand. 

2212. Workmen employed by gas companies, and engaged in the repair of 
gas retorts and retort settings. 

2213. Persons engaged in the manufacture of emery wheels which are not 
made in a mechanical engineering establishment solely for use in that estab- 
lishment and which are not tor use in the manufacture of munitions of war. 

2914. Workmen engaged in making by hand gates or ladders, other than 
metal gates and ladders or metal parts, and not intended for use in war. 

2215. Persons engaged in shipbuilding yards, and described as cabinet 
makers and French pelishers making detachable chairs and tables, not being 
fittings of wood of a kind commonly made in a shipbuilding yard, and not 
intended for use in war. 


Note.—Decisions in which the Umpire has decided that contributions are 
payable under the National [nsurance (Part 11.) (Munition Workers) Act, 
1916, are indicated. by the letter X at the end of the number, e.g., 1554X. 
Contributions under these decisions are payable as from the 4th September, 
1916. 

Where no reference is given to an Application, the question has been 
decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not admitting of reason- 
able doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question of 
general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a previous 
decision, are not published. 
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
